<ieties of Berlin: evening performance, 7 to 10, 
p. m., by the famous Philharmonic Orchestra 
under the direction of Arthur Nikisch, assisted 
by tue grand chorus of the Markischer Saenger- 
bund, tue Cecilia Society, ete. Saturday night, 
October 3, will be devoted, by direction of Hm- 
peror William to a festival performance cf 
“pie Meistersinger,’’ by an ensemble selected 
from the most celebrated representative Wagner 
singers. 

ou sunday, October 4, ¢t. the noon hour, a 
sacred concert will be given in the seyal Sing- 
iug Acaaemy, conductea by Prof. George Schu- 
mann. in the afternoon there will be two 
festival concerts—the first of these, a Richard 
Wagner concert at the new Royal Opera House 
by ihe Puilharmonic Orchestra, under the direc- 
tion of Arthur Nikisch, assisted by eminent 
Wagner soloists; the second, an international 
gala concert by the Festival Orchestra under 
tue joint direction of noted musical conductors, 
assisted by singers of international celebrity. 
An interesting event will take place on Monday, 
October 5, when there wii ve an inspection of 
the royal collection of anitque musical instru- 
ments at the new Royal High School for Music, 
closing at night with a musical farewell soiree 
at the great Turn Hall. During the five days 
of the festival the international Musical Con- 
gress will hold its sessions in the Reichstag 
building.

Geisha Girls and Singers for Klaw and Erlanger 
Production. 

Charles F. Towle, agent for Klaw and Er- 
langer, recently visited Washington, D. C., for 
tue purpose of securing the consent of the 
‘“reasury Department to the importation of a 
number of Japanese singers and dancers for a 
Japanese production which bis firm will put on 
at Daly’s Theatre, New York City.

He wanted the Minister to aid him 
in securing a liberal interpretation of the law, 
but Mr, ‘bekahira refused. 

Then Mr. Towle called at-the Treasury to 
make the glad discovery’ that the alien contract 
labor law excepts actors and artists. The Geisha 
girls and singers were offiefdlly classed xs 
actors, and the agent went away happy. 

The production in whieh the Japanese girls 
will appear is a dramatization of *“‘The Night- 
ingale,”’ a Japanese story- by Onoto Watanna, 
the Japanese author.

May Robson played the cockney maid of 
all work, and in her part had to handle a real 
live baby. I found little in the production to 
find fault with, but I did not like the way 
Miss Robson handled the youngster. 1 advised 
her to call upon the mother of some baby and 
take lessons in the care of an infant. I prided 
myself upon my discernment in her case partic- 
aarly, and received quite a shock when a short 
time afterwards a letter came to the magazin 
addressed to the author of the criticism. It 
had been headed ‘How Our Plays Impress One 
of Our Actresses from the Front’ and no name 
was signed, so she did not know who the author 
was. Miss Robson in a very nice but forceful 
way said that she had had some experience in 
handling babies as she was the motuer of sev- 
eral and they seemed to have thrived upon the 
treatment they received at her hands. Since 
then I have come to the conclusion that many 
of the errors made in criticising plays are 
made honestly and net through any attempt to 
doe an actor or actress an injustice, as some of 
our prefession are wont to declare.”’

A genuine rural County Fair will be presented 
by the New York Exhibition Company, at Olym- 
pia Field, 135th Street and Lenox Avenue, from 
October 1 to 17, under the title of the New 
York County Fair. 

The originality and uniqueness of the enter- 
prise, the presentation of a rural fair or far- 
mers meet in the heart of New York City is 
expected to draw. a big attendance. While 
following the lines of a genuine county fair, 
this show will have exhibition space for food 
and other exhibitors under tents, with privilege 
stands for every class of legitimate privilege 
and concession, a midway and free attractions. 

The grounds contain about 78,000 square feet 
enclosed with high fences and while principally 
being used for ball games and athletic sports 
and ice skating throughout the winter, have 
had a number of very successful shows in the 
past few years. Gentry’s Pony Show, Buffalo 
Bill and others have played here and Schreyer, 
the high diving bicyclist, is now playing an 
engagement of three weeks at the grounds.

SIMILARITY OF CHARACTERS IN MODERN 
RURAL DRAMAS. 

Rural plays, like rural people, have a bit of 
similarity, and are usually differentiated by 
just sutticient changes in story and environment 
to keep them separated in the minds and mem 
ories of those persons who see several of them. 
The characters who make up the rural. plays 
are almost like a set of puppets, pulled about 
to suit the exigencies of plot like the marion- 
ettes of the Italian puppet theatres. They may 
dress in somewhat differing fashions, but the 
manakin under the costume is the same dis- 
jointed bit of wood that masquerades under the 
several aliases given to it in the various plays. 

The characters in the rural play are so much 
alike, the set which does duty in one of these 
dramas might pass muster for the whole lot 
of them, Of course, in the case of some of the 
authors, such as James A. Herne, the flowering 
of genius gives a variety and a beauty to the 
popular successes, but the skeleton and back- 
bone of the characters are the same, and are 
as easily recognizable as in the cruder works, 


Shore Acres, for instance, and Mr. Herne’s play 
may be taken as the best expression of the 


rural drama from the purely artistic standpoint. 
and examination shows the same set of char- 
acters in the leading positions as those which 
are causing laughter and tears in Way Down 
East. 

The unfortunate girl with a blighted past, 
the sturdy young country lover, the stern father 
the pleading mother, are all there, and the min- 
or people, those who make up the comedy ele- 
ment, are much in the same pattern. There is 
no “‘Uncle Nat Berry’’ in Way Down East, and 
in Shore Acres no such person as *‘Hi Holler’ 
exists, but the lank, lean New Englanders who 
fill in the pictures are pretty much the same in 
both plays. And, strange to say, the touch of 
melodrama in each is almost identical. There 
is a snowstorm, and the pair who are driven 
a by the violence of the stern parent return 
to home and cozy comfort omen much the same 
conditions. 

Why is it that country sich, as shown in the 
rural drama, are such a sad lot?’ Statistics are 
said to show that more than half of the in- 
mates of the asylums are farmer's wives, and 
if the lachrymose young women who parade 
through four acts of grief in the plays* which 
deal with the countryside are to be taken as 
typical of the women of the farming regions, 
one wonders why all of the farmers’ daugiters 
and mothers, as well as their wives, are not 
housed with the insane. The procession begins 
with the heroine in Hazel Kirke, or perbaps in 
her prototype, ‘‘Rose,"’ in The Willow Copse, 
and continues triumphantly through, ‘‘Anna’’ 
in Way Down East, and the youthful women 
who flit through the stories of Shore Acres, The 
Village Postmaster, The Dairy Farm, Up 
York Staté and Sky Farm, cast shadows, heavy 
and gloomy, as they pass over the meadows 
and cornfields of the plays in which they are 
the central figures. 

According to the dramatist of the farming 
regions, the people who have their lot in life 
passed among the hills and dales, the tiny 
villages and the broad sweep of plains in New 
England—for all rural dramas relate to New 
Englander and his country—are narrewed to a 
cozen or so types. Take Way Down East for 
example. 

The squire is a man brought up in the at- 
mosphere of simple trust in scriptural instruc- 
tions and he lives out his life in the hard and 
stern paths which he found set down in the 
Bible. To him, until the best and hidden ele- 
ments of his nature are stirred like the waters 
af the pool, there is but one road through life— 
the straight and narrow pathway, and diver- 
gence from that way meant ostracism from hu- 
man love as well as eternal separation from 
happiness. The squire runs through nearly 
every rural drama, and his characteristics may 
be traced in many of the stories dealing with 
the New England country. 

The unfortunate, who usually figures as the 
leading spirit in the love interest of these plays 
is generally a girl like *‘Anna Moore,”’ sinned 
against more than sinning. A plausible ‘‘city 
man,"’ dressed in flashy and expensive fashion, 
has a place in these dramas as the despoiler of 
the heroine’s happiness, and his discomfiture of 
the wronged one is the lodestar toward which 
the plot carries the entire cast of characers. 

The sturdy son of the squire is another of the 
types. He is manly, strong and handsome, and 
naturally succumbs to the manifold fascinations 
of the weeping and gloomy heroine, to the 
great disgust of his father and the general 
dis-satisfaction of the other characters involved, 
even the lachrymose lady pleading with him to 
withstand temptation and marry someone else. 
The ‘city girl’ usually a winsome little thing, 
full of kittenish ways and generally predes- 
tined for the squire’s son, becomes the per- 
secuted heroine's best friend, and in the end 
does what she can to bring about the marriage 
of the unfortunate and the son. The city girl 
has the faculty of falling in love with an awk- 
ward and ugly stupid man of learning. He lov 
es her usually for comic purposes, and is a 
foil for the city chap, who almost invariably is 


making desperate love to the pretty city girl, 
but is foiled by the dear professor. 
There is always somebody to start the trouble 


and bring things to the notice 
his sweet-faced wife, 
usually a spinster, 
the trouble she 


of the squire and 
and this ‘‘somebody"’ Is 
who determines to make all 
ean for all the young people in 
the vicinity. In Way Down East, this busy- 
body accomplishes her purpose, satisfactory to 
herself, but to the great discomfort of all the 
other characters. 

The village picture would be incomplete with- 
out a shiftless, good-for-nothing man, happy 
and good-natured.—Indianhapolis Sentinel.

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OPEN LETTER. 


Addressed to the Sunday Observance League by 
the Detroit Amusement Company. 


The managers of the Detroit Amusement Com- 
pany which runs the attractions at Belle Isle 
Bridge, Detroit, Mich., recently addressed the 
following open letter to the Sabbath Observance 
League, who have busied themselves sending 
petitions to the mayor of Detroit asking him 
not to grant any Sunday permits to those at- 
tractions playing at the Bridge approach. The 
letter which is signed by President L. G. Inger- 
soll and Secretary C. P. Rancroft is as follows: 

“The undersigned, president and secretary of 
the Detroit Amusement Co., together with a 
vast majority of the citizens of Detroit, were 
surprised a few days ago to see by the press 
that you had selected this company for suppres 
sion out of the thousands in this city and tens 
of thousands in the state who are constantly 
violating a so-called law which has been a dead 
letter on the statute books for many years. 

“The section of that so-called law as pub- 
lished provides that there shall be no labor 
or work of any kind performed on the first day 
of the week. If you and those acting with you 
are prepared to enforce this provision, without 
discrimination, we pledge ourselves to assist 
you to the extent of our ability: but, until 
then, we respectfully protest against being stig- 
matized as law breakers. 

“Our company is composed of reputable busi- 
ness men of this city. Our employes are gen- 
tlemen and ladies and comport themselves as 
such. There has rever been an arrest or the 
occasion for one about our premises. The police 
of the city will bear witness that there is no 
disorder or noise, unless the merry laughter of 
happy children is noise. It is patronized by the 
best people of this city who come again and 
again with their wives and children. Twenty- 
five thousand people have visited us in a singie 
day without confusion or disorder, and among 
the hundreds of thousands during the season 
there has not been an accident or an incident 
to offend the most fastidious. 

“It is as morally healthful as a trip to Belle 
Isle. a trolley ride or a family gathering in a 
park. It is at least one place where the most 
careful mother may take her children for an 
hour or two of healthful amusement in the 
open air without fear of contaminating influ- 
ences. 

“The truth of the above statements, if doubt- 
ed, may be verified upon inquiry in the proper 
quarters. We will not insult your judgment by 
asking you to compare this institution with the 
hundreds of places in this city that are con- 
stantly violating both Sunday and week day, 
without protest: neither will we impugn your 
motives by asking you why you pass by the 
scores of quasi-respectable places backed by 
millions of capital and unlimited political pull. 
We believe “The Sabbath was made for man, 
and not man for the Sabbath: Sunday was made 
for rest and innocent. healthful recreation and 
on this belief we rest our case with the fair

Mr. Runey, when interviewed, declined to 
make any statement whatever, and referred 


“The Billboara’’ to Mr. Schumacher, vice-presi- 
dent and general manager of the Peruna Drug 
‘itz. Co., of Columbus, 0. 

Mr. Schumacher states that he ordered the 
cancellation of the contract in Rochester, Troy 
and New York, on account of unsatisfactory 
service. That Mr. Runey was simply following 
his instructions and should not be blamed by 
tLe parties in question. He further added, 
that Mr. Runey would continue handling their 
poster advertising and that any billposter that 
aid not want to take their posting through Mr. 
Runey, would not get it at all. He says:—**We 
made our contract with Mr. Runey in good 
faith, he bas rendered us satisfactory service, 
watched our interests closely, and we propose 
to stand by him.’’
